| rumor that a party of 25 men in auto- 
mobiles had taken Leo M. Frank from 
,the state farm there at 11:45 p. m,. and 
thad left with him in the direction of 
| Hatonton. A message from Eatonton 
Scat the automobiles had not passed 
through that city at 1 o’clock this 
|morning. 

When the mob first reached the state 


{farm they separated into three groups. 


home of Captain 

Burke, the farm superintendent, and 
lafter calling him from the house 
they covered him with their guns 
and slipped the handcuffs on him. 
This group took Captain Burke to the 
prison farm dormitory and forced him 
to open the door. 

Another group’ secured and hand- 
cuffed Warden Smith in the same man- 
ner as the other had done Captain 
Burke. Two guards sleeping on the 
front porch were overpowered and 
handcuffed also. 7 

Warden Smith and Captain Burke 
both declared they failed to. reeognize 
any of the members of the mob, but 
one of the convicts overheard a re- 
mark dropped by one member of the 
mob that they intended to take Frank 
to Marietta. 

When the party reached the farm 
they overpowered Warden Smith and 
the guards who have been sleeping on 
the front porch of the prison dormi- 
tory since Frank has been confined 
there. All of them, including the war- 
den, were handcuffed, and with the loss 
of little time, Frank was secured and 
placed in one of the automobiles. The 
cars then hurried away at full speed in 
the direction of Eatonton. 


SATTERFTELD 
NOTIFIED. 


J. H. Satterfield, bookkeeper at the 
ifarm, was awakened by some of the 
negro eoyvicts after the men had left 
with Frank. As soon as he learned 
what had happened he hastened to Mil- 
ledgeville and notified Representative 
Ennis. 

The mob apparently planned their 
work well, for they carried it through 
without a hitch. Between Milledge- 
ville and the State Farm and between 
Milledgeville and Macon, they cut the 
telephone wires and it was fully an 
hour or more after they had sceured 
their man and hastened on their way 
before the news came out. 

As far as could be learned at an 
early hour this morning, none of the 
members of the mob were recognized. 
Some of them are said to have worn 
masks and all were heavily armed.

ALL QUIET 
IN MARIETTA. 


Marietta, Ga. August 17.—If any 
residents of this town were in the mob 
that took Leo M. Frank from the —— 
prison farm last night, or if it wa 
intended to bring him to Marietta it 
was not generally known here at 3:15 
o’clock this morning. Nothing had! 
occurred at that hour to disturb the 
usual calm of the town. 


Leo M. Frank was found guilty of the 
murder of Mary Phagan on August 25, 
1913. He was the superintendent of 
the National Pencil company in At- 
lanta, in the basement of which the 
girl’s body was found by a night 
watchman on the,morning of Apygil 27, 
previous. 

Repeated attempts were made in the 
State courts to obtain a new trial for 
Frank, but without avail. Attempts to 
obtain a writ of habeas corpus in the 


federal district court at Atlanta, and 


finally in the supreme court of the 
United States were futile. 

On the night of June 21, this year, 
two days befare the date set for the 
prisoner's execution, he was removed 
from the county jail in Atlanta and 
rushed to the state prison farm upon 
orders from Governor Slaton, now re- 
tired. The next day the governor an- 
nounced that he had granted the peti- 
tion made in Frank’s behalf asking 
that his death sentence be commuted 
to life imprisonment. 


The taking of Leo M. Frank from the 
Prison last night was the culmination 


of numerous rumors of threats of mob. 


violence against his life. 

But one attack, however, had pre- 
viously actually been made upon Frank. 
This was about a month ago, when 
William Creen, also serving a life term 
for murder, cut Frank’s throat so se- 
verely that his life for days hung in 
the balance. Creen stole out of his 
bunk about 11 o’clock one night and 
managed to slip across the large sleep- 
ing room to Frank’s bunk unobserved. 
He then drew across Frank’s throat 9 
large knife which he had smuggled 
from the kitchen. 

Although Frank’s head was cut prac- 
tically half off by the stroke, his life 
was saved, largely through the efforts 
of Dr. McNaughton, also serving a term 
for killing. 

The governor and the prison com- 
missioners, a few weeks later, made an 
investigation at the state prison and, 
upon the confession of Creen, who as- 
sumed all responsibility for the act, ex- 
onerated all prison officials from re- 
sponsibility. 

Creen, in his confession to Governor 
Harris, swore that he committed the 
act without aid or suggestion from 
any one either inside or outside of the 
prison. 

Frank, after he was wounded, was 
placed in a private room adjoining the 
warden’s office, where he remained 
while he was,convalescing. It is pre- 
sumed that he was still in this room 
when he was taken by last night's 
mob, 

For weeks all the guards of the 
prison, including Warden Smith, were 
required to sleep armed upon the front 
porch of the prison, which is just out- 
side the room in which the wounded 
convict was placed. 
whether this guard was still 
maintained last night. 


NO AUTO FOR MAYO,

|Alleged Dope Peddlers and. 


Opium Manufacturers Face {Governor Harris Grants Ex- CARL VRETMAN LEAVES 


| U. S. Commissioner. 


Uncle Sam’s dragnet brought. into 
the United States commissioner’s court 
yesterday three Chinamen and six al- 
leged dope peddlers and _ addicts, 
charged with the violation of the gov- 
ernment’s narcotic laws. These arrests 
were the result of raids and investiga- 
tions continued through Sunday by 
Revenue Agent Daniel J. Gantt and, 
|Special Agent L. .L. Froneberger, act- 
ing in co-operation with drug inspect- 
ors, the United States marshal's office 
and the city police. 

In the cases of Charlie Loo Sang, 
Charlie Lee and Yee Yong, the Chi- 
namen who are charged with the manu- 
facture of opium for smoking pur- 
poses, under the opium act of 1914, the 
government asked that their hearings 
be postponed. The trial of Charlie Loo 
Sang will be held Tuesday, while the 
hearings of the others have béen post- 
poned until Wednesday. 

Robinson Bound Over. 

When cases against those charged 
with peddling and biying morphine on 
the streets and in other places was 
called by Commissioner Carter four of 
the defendants were bound over under 
the temporary bond of $100 each, pend- 
ing their hearings, Wednesday and 
Thursday. 

The case of G. W. Robinson was 
taken up, and he was bound over to the 
federal grand jury. Charles Nash 
Stated that he had attempted to buy 
morphine from Kobinson in the neigh- 
borhood of the:city hail He admitted 
to having been arrested by Special 
Agent Froneberger before the trans- 
action had been completed. In self- 
defense Robinson stated that he had 
obtained the amount’ seized by the 
agent through a friend, who, in turn, 
had filled the prescription of a local 

hysician in a leading drug_ store. 

nited States District Attorney Hooper 
Alexander pointed out that it was a 
Violation of the Harrison act to have 
in one’s possession the amount Robin- 
son had with him at the time of arrest. 
. Chronic, whose hearing will 

be held W ednesday or Thursday, stated 
that he bought on prescription at a 


local drug store the amount of 58 
grains. 

“This amount usually lasts me sev- 
eral days,” said Chronic. “It has been 
my custom for a long time to buy a | 
lump amount for use while I am off, 
working in the country, where the sup- | 
ply is not handy. I[ have had no trou- 
ble in obtaining this prescription from 
certain physicians, among whom were 
Dr. Vining.’ 


Alexander Praises Law. 


“The Harrison act will be an excel- 
lent law,” said Hooper Alexander. “In 
scope it is ample enough to cope with 
the situation with which we are con- 
fronted, and if the druggists will co- 
operate with us.in the attempt to erad- 
icate the promiscuous sale of dope we 
will soon have the city free of ad- 
dicts. I cannot commend too highly the 
alertness of Revenue Agent Gantt and 
Dr. Froneberger in dealing with the 
Situation, and on account of the num- 
ber of cases which they are about to 
make it is very probable that I[ will 
appoint Assistant District Attorney W. 
Paul Carpenter to look after dope cases 
exclusively for the government.” 

‘“T am highly gratified at the manner 
in which the druggists are endeavor- 
ing to aid us¥ said Mr. Gantt. “As I 
was standing in a drugshop_§ today, 
casually observing, the prescription 
clerk turned down a request for mor- 
phine. As the customer turned away 
he said, ‘I have carried this prescrip- 
tion to numbers of. druggists and ail 
have told me that they will. not honor 
the spall end of this physician.’ 
There are about fifty peddlers carry- 
ing dope about the streets selling it to 
regular customers. With co-operation 
on the part of the druggists we can 
soon eliminate the source from which 
these peddlers get their supplies and 
prescriptions of dishonorable  physi- 
clans will become worthless.”

Dr. Floyd McRae, of this city, a reputa-' 
ble physician, that Mrs. Mangham, the| 
wife of the applicant, is in a critical! 
condition, lying at the very point of 
death, and will not live more than) 
seventy-two hours, unless there is some: 
extreme change in her condition, and! 
she begs that her husband may be 
pardoned in order that, should she die, 
she may know, before het death, that 
he is not laboring under any legal dis- 
abilities. Therefore, in view of the 
above recommendation, and the petition 
of a large number of citizens, I think it 
will be well, under the circumstances, 
to follow the course recommended by 
the prison commission and grant @ par- 
don in both cases.’ 

Mangham was at the bedside of his 
wife, under guard, when the pardon 
fromthe governor was. handed to him 
by his attorney, lsugene Black. 

Mangham was convicted of embezzle- 
ment and of the charge of voting as a 
director of the Boyd-Mangham Manu- 
facturing company, in favor of an ille- 
gal dividend. He was sentenced in No- 
vember, 1911. Mangham suffered a se-

vere financial loss as the result of the 
failure of cotton mills in which he was 
an officer and stockholder, and was 
himself declared a bankrupt. The rec- 
ommendation of the prison commission 
states that the commission feels that 
in the embezzlement case he did noth- 
ing to benefit himself personally and 
that, in the state prison, he has been 
a model prisoner.

Berlin Claims That the Left 
Wing of Bavarian Army 
Has Fought Its Way Acros 
the Bug River. 


GERMANS ALSO DRIVING 
AT KOVNO FORTRESS

Successful Attack Is Claim- | 


ed on the Advanced De- 
fenses — Petrograd Again 
Claims the Germans Have 
Been Driven in Courland. 


London, August 16.—Berlin declares 
the left wing of the Bavarian army, 
under Prince Leopold, has fought its 
way across the Bug river near Dre- 
hiezyn, which is east of Sokolow an 
50 miles northeast of Brest-Litovsk. 
This forms a slight wedge in the Rus- 
sian .front, virtually straight since 
the Warsaw salient was abandoned. 

Field Marshal von Mackensen also 
is reported to be pushing back the 
Russians along the Bug. His troops 
are reported advancing along the east- 
ern bank. Farther west Von Hinden- 
burg is credited with a successful at- 
tack on the advanced defenses of Kov- 
no, as well as a successful attempt to 
break the Russian lines between the 
Narew and the Bug after the Narew 
river had been crossed by the Ger- 
mans. 

Petrograd again asserts that the 
Russians in Courland have driven back 
the Germans and also repulsed counter 
offensive movements. To the south

Petrograd, August 16.—(Via London.) 
Tonight’s official communication said: 

“In the Bausk district (Courland) the 
night of August 15 our troops again 
drove the Germans back toward the 
river. The enemy’s counter-attacks 
were repulsed. 

“In the Jacobstadt and Dvinsk dis- 
tricts there has been no_ essential 
change in the situation. 

“The bombardment of Kovno contin- 
ues without cessation, the Germans ob- 
stinately attacking the fortifications in 
the western sector. 

“Between the Narew and the Bug on 
the 14th and 15th there was furious 
fighting. A series of German attacks 
were repulsed with great loss to the 
enemy. 

“On the left bank of the Bug there 
have been no important engagements.

GERMANS PRESS 
RUSSIAN FORCES. 


Berlin, August 16.—(Via London.)— 
Field Marshal von Mackensen, contin- 
uing his pursuit of the retreating Rus- 
sians from the south toward Brest- 
Litovsk, has occupied Ciale and Sla- 
watycze, accor@ing tothe German offi- 
cial statement today. 
Prince Leopold of Bavaria, pressing 
the Russians from the west, has occu- 
pied Losyce and Miedzyrzec, the state- 
ment adds. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“Western theater of war: 

“North of Ammerzweililer, northeast 
lof Dammerkirch (in upper Alsace), a 
French attack broke down under our 
fire. 

“Eastern theater of war: 

Army group of Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg: During successful at- 
tacks on advanced position at Kovno, 
1,730 Russians, including seven officers, 
(were taken prisoners. <A projected at- 
_tempt to break through the Russian 
‘lines frem the Narew to the Bug, after 
'a crossing of the Norzew river, suc- 
‘ceeded, and our pursuing troops reach- 
More than 5,000 
prisoners fell into our hands. At No- 
vogeorgievsk the defenders were driven 
back still farther from their groups 
of fortifications. 

“Army group of Prince Leopold of 
Bavaria: During the night the left 
wing fought its way across the Bug 
river east of Drohiczyn (east of Soko- 
low). After the center and right wings 
had captured Losyce and Miedzyrzec 
vesterday afternoon our opponents of- 
fered new resistance only in the sec- 
tions of Toczmaw and Klukowka, be- 
tween Miedzyrzec and Beulla, but his 
resistance was broken down east of 
Losyce at daybreak by an attack on 
the Silesian landwehr. The enemy is 
being pursued. 

“Army group of Field Marshal von 
Mackensen: 

“The pursuit of the enemy continues. 
Ciale and Slawatycze. have been occu- 
pied. East of Mlodowa our troops are 
advancing on the eastern bank of the 
Bug.” 


ARTILLERY ACTIVE 
ON WESTERN FRONT. 


Paris, August 16.—Tonight’s official 
communication said: 

“Violent artillery fighting occurred 
throughout the day on da great, many 
points of the front. 

“Our batteries inflicted on the enemy 
heavy losses in the region of Quenne- 
vieres and silenced his fire on the 
Nouvro plateau. 
damaged the German fortified works 
to the north of Godat (between Berry- 
Au-Bac and Louvre).

Theré 
were also engagements with bombs 
and hand grenades in the sector of 
Quennevieres and in the western part 
of the Argonne. 

“In the Vosges the explosion of a 
mine against an enemy trench located 
between Burnhaupt-Le-Bas and Am- 
merzweiller made it possible for us 
to take some prisoners and to capture 
two bomb throwers and a machine 
gun.” 


CLOSE PURSUIT 
OF RUSSIANS. 


Vienna, August 16.—(Via WLondon.)— 
Tonight’s Austrian war office state- 
ment reads: 

“In the district west of the Bug the 
pursuit of the Russians is proceeding 
'energetically. Austro-Hungarian troops

‘line are closely following the retreat- 
ing enemy west of Biala across the 
Klikawka.

J. R. Sulli- 
van, a driver for the Piedmont laundry, 
stated that he noticed an unusual 
amount of sediment in the bottom of 
his glass when he had drunk the butter- 
milk, and had been careful not to 
swallow any of it. 

“I was attacked by the sickness so 
quickly that I had no time to think of 
anything but that buttermilk, and that 
was the first thing which ran through 
my head when I first felt sick,” he said. 

Manager C. E. Elmer, of the Forrest 
Park Dairy, headquarters on Forrest 
avenue, stated to a Constitution re- 
porter last night that every precau- 
tion had been taken, and pointed out 
that the last monthly report of the 
city bacteriologist on dairies gave his 
dair second rank in the city, both 
for low bacterial count and tempera- 
ture.

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CONDITIONS AT GRADY. 


The committee of the Atlanta Federa- 
tion of Trades which investigated conditions 
at Grady hospital found them, if anything, 
even worse than has yet been shown. Every 
month almost, it seems, there is an increase 
in the number of patients crowded into it 
beyond its capacity; while conditions sur 
rounding the nurses grow more and more 
unworthy of a great municipal institution. 

The federation’s committee has brought 
strongly cumulative evidence to the sup- 
port of the contention for the bond issue for 
the hospital. It shows that 309 patients are 
crowded into quarters designed to accom- 
modate 185; that the nurses are herded like 
cattle in an old contagious disease ward; 
that the demand upon the institution is so 
great that convalescents are rushed out, 
often despite danger of relapse, to make 
room for imperative eases that are brought 
in. 


Atlanta cannot afford to let Grady hos- 
pital remain ag it is with an equipment that 


: 


would disgrace a city of half her population. | 


The institution is efficient only in manage- 
ment; but the work of an able management 
is handicapped and sorely tried by the de- 
plorable physical condition of the property. 

The Constitution has taken the position 
that not only should this bond issue of 
$375,000 pass ‘unanimously, but that it 
ought to be increased to at least half-a 
million. We believe that much is needed to 
provide hospital facilities adequate to meet 
Atlanta’s future needs. The proposed issue 
will provide for the present, but the day is 
not far off when another appeal must neces- 
sarily follow, ‘unless we go “far enough now 
to meet early future demand. 

But if $375,000 is the limit, Grady must 
take it and do the best possible with it. It 
should be the pleasure of every Atlantan to 
give time and effort to the success of the 
issue. There is no—citizen to whom it is 
not important; an adequate hospital is vital 
to the entire city’s welfare. 

The Atlanta Federation of Trades is to be 
warmly commended for the splendid inter- 
est it is manifesting in city institutions. To 
it was due in great measure the very satis- 
factory success of the movement for the 
betterment of Atlanta’s schools. The feder- 
ation has within itself great power for the 
promotion of municipal upbuilding and 
progress. The people of .Atlanta generally 
will congratulate the organization upon this 
successful exercise of it. 


A HOSPITAL’S GREAT WORK. 

The public, those of it who feel an in- 
terest in the greatest of all charities, the 
relief of human suffering, are appealed to 
for aid in meeting a deficit which has come 
upon Wesley Memorial hospital. 

It is the unfortunate experience of nearly 
all charitable institutions that they come 
out at the end of the year in debt. It is 
because they seek to do more for suffering 
humanity than their means allow; because 
there is more necessity for work of this 
sort than there are available funds to meet 
the expense of it. 

In common with many others, this has 
been the experience of Wesley Memorial 
hospital. During the past ten years, ac- 
cording to a public statement just made by 
Bishop Warren A. Candler, this institution 
has treated nearly 9,000 patients. It has 
given free treatment to the poor amounting 
to three times the original cost of the 
property. Those who have appealed to it 
in need have not only been received within 
its walls, but given every consideration 
which is shown those who are able to pay 
their way. | 

The trustees of Wesley Memorial hos- 
pital have given it their earnest and whole- 
hearted support. They have given to it 
both of their time and means. Owing to 
business conditions attributable to the 
European war, the institution has suffered 
in the matter of contributions, just as others 


have, and the support given it the past year 
has been considerably below normal. 

As a result of these conditions, Wesley 
Memorial finds itself put to the necessity 
of lifting a debt of $5,200. It must either 
raise the money to relieve the deficit, or 
borrow it and let it stand as a permanent 
debt against the institution. It is well 
known that every such debt is a handicap; 
it operates sorely against efficiency. 

The good work Wesley Memorial hos- 
pital has done should be continued. With 


ja little support this handicap can be easily 


removed. A considerable number of small 
subscriptions would do the work; would 
clear up the entire debt. They should be 
readily and promptly forthcoming. 

Wesley Memorial hospital is an institu- 
tion which Atlanta and Georgia cannot af- 
ford to do without.

point! 

But the angelic allies only came to the 
rescue once, vanishing from mortal vision 
in the war-clouds. Since then the men 
have had to depend solely on the powder 
supply. 

It needs no ghost come from the grave 
to impart the information that “the enemy 
could be humbled and defeated, but that 
consummation would not come without 
great sacrifice.”

Editor Constitution: Having lived in At- 
lanta for thirteen years and continuously 
worked among negroes for their uplift, and 
also labored for the betterment of the city- 
at-large, I am disposed, on the account of 
the interest referred to, to speak favorably 
of the public defender bill passed by the 
legislature. 

We have a large school plant valued 
at over $10,000 and a considerable congre- 
gation of colored Episcopalians. The school 
reaches a large number of children who, 
by reason of circumstances, cannot enter 
the public schools of the city. 

From time to time, I have been called 
upon, both in the recorder’s and superior 
courts, to speak 3 g0o0d word for some poor 
unfortunate who had gotten into the throes 
of the law. On every occasion of this kind 
when the prisoner was unable to employ 
legal talent it appeared to me that an in- 
justice was being -perpetrated—on one side, 
for the state, is the solicitor a man well 
versed in law, and quite often with an assist- 
ant; on the other side, if the defendant is 
represented at all, a novice its appointed to 
compete with men whose experience is un- 
questionable. My experience in the recorder’s 
court shows also that there is an urgent 
need for some such officer as public defender 
to represent the unfortunates who are some- 
times quite innocent of the charges preferred 
against them. Such an office would eliminate 
the possibility of graft and the dishonest 
practices of unscrupulous lawyers. It is a 
well-known fact that a man behind the bars 
can be made to promise most anything to be 
liberated; too often exorbitant charges are 
made for professional service on this account. 

The bill for pwhlic defender, in my opinion, 
should take in smaller counties and also re- 
corder’s courts in larger cities, and it is to 
be hoped that the law will eventually have 
a general application.

John Skelton Williams, comptroller of 
the currency at Washington, cautious as he 
always has been in drawing inferences from 
the bank reports ‘which he receives, seems 
now to feel justified in declaring that his 
latest reports, not from national banks, but 
from one hundred national bank examiners, 
point to decided improvement in _ business, 
especially in parts of the country where 
there has been somedepression. Yet if any- 
one were permitted to see the daily morning 
statements made by the chief bookkeepers 
in the national banks in this city to the 
presidents of their banks, he would be likely 
to discover that the indications are not very 
pronounced of decided improvement in gen- 
eral business. All of the banks find their 
reserves constantly increasing. All of them 
are accumulating deposits, and discover 
profitable use for a considerable portion of 
them. Some of the banks which a year or 
more ago thought it-.exmpedient to offer to 
pay interest at the rate of 2 per cent upon 
deposits, now find it is inexpedient to do 
that unless the deposits are for a long time. 

The daily record of transactions in the 
exchanges would lead to the opinion that 
there are heavy demands upon the banks for 
loans with which to carry on stock-market 
operations. In the president’s office of one 
of the larger New York banks the state- 
ment made to the president this morning by 
the .chief bookkeeper showed that the best 
the bank could do in lending money to those 
who are carrying on stock exchange opere- 
tions was a charge of 1% per cent. There 
cannot be a very heavy demand for money 
with intent to use it in stock exchange 
transactions when the banks are glad to 
lend at a rate less than 2 per cent upon call 
loans. 

The rapid accumulation of reserves seems 
to point to the fact that those who borrow 
for mercantile purposes are not making very 
heavy demands. Apparently much of 
large war order business does not necessi- 
tate heavy bankingw-accommodations, since 
most of these transactions are for spot cash. 
Nevertheless, the indications of gradual and 
healthy improvement in general business are 
too strong to be overlooked. If there could 
be proof that capital in large amounts is 
making investment in the development of 
American resources, expansion of industries 
and the improvement in railroadsthen there 
would be excellent evidence that general 
business prosperity is under way. 


Rumors of All Kinds. 

The air in the financial district, and, in 
fact, in all business circles, is surcharged 
with rumors, some of which are very pleas- 
ant to hear if there were proof that they 
contain truth. 

They may be based wpon accurate infor- 
mation, or they may be based upon guese- 
work. One of the rumors most persistently 
circulated, and commonly believed to be ac- 
curate, is that thes.common stock of one of 
the great corporations will touch par before 
the end of the year. 

Another report speaks of very great prof- 
its which several of the leading manufac- 
turing industries are now gaining through 
their war orders. A rumor persistently cir- 
culated tell of the presumptive ability of 
one of the large corporations to pay a divi- 
dend before the end of the year which will 
be great enough to make good the passing 
of the dividends by this corporation for the 
past two years. These ultimately must be 
distributed. The skilled artisans are per- 
suaded that these profits are very great, and 
this explains why so many of.them are now 
making demands for largely increased 
wages. Yet with many of the large corpo- 
rations wages were maintained during the 
months of depression although dividends 
were passed. 

The curiosity is great respecting the se- 
curities which: were shipped from London 
to the United States in companionship with 
gome twenty millions in gold coin which 
bears the stamp of the United States mint 
Some of those who are in close touch with 
large financial affairs are inclined to think 
these securities have been pawned, not sold, 
and that they are to be the basis of credit 
which is to be established in the United 
States for Great Britain. Those who hold 
this opinion base it upon what they claim 
is good knowledge of the reluctance of Kng- 
lish investors in American securities abso- 
lutely to part with title to those securities. 
They may lend them, but as yet they are

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SCHOOL BOOK SALE 


Purchasing Agent May Be 
Placed in Charge by Ac- 


tion of Council. 


Councilman W. H. Johnson, of the 
fifth ward, Monday introduced in gen- 
efal council an ordinance which con- 
templates putting the city purchasing 
agent in charge of the purchase and 
distribution of all school books used 
in Atlanta’s public schools. The reso- 
lution was sent to the finance com- 
mittee for investigation and report. 

The measure in question provides 
that the purchasing agent shall pur- 
chase school books at wholesale prices 
and resell them to pupils at the whole- 
sale gore plus about 5 per cent, which 
would take care of the cost of handling 
and storage. 

Councilman Johnson argued that the 
proposed new system would mean a 
saving of thousands of dollars an- 
nually to school patrons, in that it 
would save them the profit of the book 
stores. The details of the system, he 
stated, could be worked out by the 
purchasing agent, the superintendent 
of schools and representatives of the 
various book concerns furnishing books 
to the city. - 

Another measure which precipitated 
a lively contest was a resolution by 
Alderman John 8S. Owens carrying with 
it @a“request that the board of edu- 
cation rescind its action of several 
weeks ago in adopting a new geogra- 
phy for the schools. The resolution 
passed, after a fight led by Alderman 
Jesse W. Armistead, chairman of the 
school committee of council. 

Alderman Owens -claimed that. the 
war in Europe may result in many 
changes in the map of that country, 
and he advised against a change in 
geographies until the war is over and 
new maps are made. 

The board of education formerly uted 
the Frye publication, but recently 
adopted the Tarr & McMurray geogra- 
phy. for a period of five years. The 
resolution will be sent to Mayor Rags- 
dale and itis believed that he will dis- 
approve it, since he has taken the po- 
sition that the board of education has 
been delegated with the authority to 
conduct the schools and that council 
should not dictate to them in handling 
the details. |
